Fall of Six Bulldings—Loss of Life and Serlous Inja-
ry to Several Workmen.

Yesterday afternoon, about a quarter past one o'-
<lock, six new buildings, nearly completed, in Twen-
ty-First street, between Fifth and Sixth Avenues,
suddenly fell. More than thirty workmen were em-
p}:lyed on the houses at the time, five of whom esca-
ped by jumping—one from the fourth story, who,
alighting on a heap of sand, was uninjured. The
houses were a part of the estate of Mr. Thomas Ad-
dis Emmett and Mrs. Pell. and were being built by
Mr.George Spencer under the authority of the agent,
Mr. J. RB. Glentworth. Each building was twenty-
five feet front by about forty feet deep; the back and
]:a.rtit.ion walls only were built—the front was to

ave been of Lrown free stone. The walls were 12
inches thick, but so little mortar, it is alleged, was

used in the construction. that the bricks were almost |

bare when the buildings fell. 1t is also averred that
the materials used were of the poorest and cheapest
description, and that everything indicated a total
disregard for substantiality in the construetion.—
These allegations will, of course, be matters of inves-
tigation by the coroner’s inquest. The buildings fell
toward the East, leaving the rear wall standing. The
workmen engaged on tﬁat portion escaped with very
.sliﬁht injuries.

Mayor Kingsland, Mr. Matsell, Chief of Police,
Mr. MeKellar, his clerk, a large body of police, and
several fire companies, were soon upon the spot.—
About 4 o'clock, five or six men were released from
the ruins. After these were liberated, and it was
believed to be ascertained that no more were alive,
the tottering walls were pulled down by order of the
Chief of Police.

Five bodies were shortly after recovered, but were
so mutilated as almost to defy recognition. Their
names are Michael Flynn, Wm. Higgings, Matthew
Rooney, Patrick Gray and Bernard Trainor. The
first named was found with his hod in his hand.—
Those wounded were James Brogan, Harry Walton.
John Mc¢Dugan, Francis Kinney, E-jwnn{ Collins,
Samuel Lawrence, John Rice, James O'Neal, Wm.
Fogerty, Thomas Rogan, Thomas Linney, Michael
Rooney, Hagh Jasper, Patrick O'Brien, Wm. Acken-
staff. and Hugh Trainor.

It is supposed that twelve or fifteen are buried be-
neath the rains, but the foreman, John Fleming, be-
ing among them, it cannot be accurately ascertained.
Toward night the men engagod in removing the ru-
ins were divided into parties under the control of the
firemen. Much praise is due to Mr. Redfield, fore-
man of Hook and Ladder Company No. 3 for his da-
ring and efficient serviees.

From the appearance of the ruins it is inferred
that sufficient care was not taken in the consiruction
of the buildings ; that the materials were too slight.
The mortar is described as having but little lime in
its composition, and as crumbling like sand between
the fingers. Where the blame lies, whether with
the contractor, the agent, or the owners. will proba-
bly :trpenr at the inquest; at all events, it is to be
hoped that punishment will fall where it is due. If
human life 1s of no more valua in the estimation of
building contractors, it is time that the authorities
looked a little more closely into the matter. Many
rows of buildings are now in course of erection in
the upper wards of the city. and it should he the du-
ty of some one to see that they are properly built.

The ruins of the fallen houses were all removed
Jast night, and it is now clearly ascertained that on-
Iy six persons were killed. The chief of Police was
-on the ground all night, directing the search, and
deft at 4 o'clock this morning.

«f, the following persons have been taken out: John
McCabe, Patrick MeGarrell, John McKeon, and
James Cass.

The Stege of Dantzle:

When Mitshal Lefebyte, in 1807; itivested Dantfic,
the celebrated engineer, Bounsmand; put it in a condi-
tion lo sustain 2 regular siege. General Kalkreuth; over
whom Botsmard exercised much influence, had under
his eommand a garrison of 1welve thonsand Prissians
and three thousand Russian baitalions. For the attack,
Marshal Lefebvre Jed on a mixed multitude of Frénch;
Poles, and Germans, to the number of sixteen thoti-
sand. He always showed his soldiers an example of
modesty and courage ; the Marshal of the Empire nev-
er forgot that he had risen from the ranks, but wasal-
ways foremost in mounting a breach, or leading on a
forlorn hope.

Two months, however, passed on, and Dantzic con+
tinued impregnable It was not certainly an unrea-
sonably long time to spend in reducing so strong a
place, yet Nopoleon became impatient. He who had
astonished the universe with the rapidty of his inva-
sionsand conquests, and who had recently reduced
the kingdom of Prussia to obedience in seven weeks,
had some right 1o complain of Lefebvre's tardiness.—
From his camp at Finkenstein he surveyed the whole
of Europe, moved Turkey, threatened Russia, looked
at England with impotent displeasure, concluded (rea-
ties with Germany, sent forth his commands, and rais-
ed soldiers wherever he willed,and amid all this he
could not, without manifest impatience, think of the
siege of Dantzic.

“ Whats Lefehvre abont? Whatis he doing? 1
do not understand his dallying. Such were the Em-
peror’s abrupt exclamations. Whenever a dispatch
from the Marshal arrived, containing an account of the
local difficulties of the siege, Napoleon would give a
rapid glance of his eagle eye, and then throwing it
down contemptuously, would say, * Stuff! deuce take
the Alsatian and his fine descriptive style I

* Denon,” said the Emperor one day, addressing his
favorite artist, ** I must know how matters are progres-
sing at Dantzic. Go thither immediately, ypiesent
yourself 1o the Marshal, and bring me back a drawing
of the place. | depend on you. Go!™ .

In a quarter of an hour after the delivery of this im-
perial mandate, Denon was on the road to Dantzic
with his pencils and portfolio. He was now upwards
of sixty years old, and had sojourned with Louis XV.
and Louis XVi. at Versailles, with Frederick the Great
at Potsdam, with Catherine II. at St. Petersburg, and
with Voliaire at Ferney, Since the memorable Egyp-
tian expedition, he had followed the footsteps of Na-
poleon. At Eylau a ball struck a piece of ordinance
close to the Emperor and killed three men. Denon,
who had learned in the soil of the Pharaohs to draw
from nature in the midst of the stormiest battle, with-
out thinking of danger or caring for risk, just then ap-
proached calinly, with his sketching materials in his
hand.

“ 1 was just thinking of you,” said the Emperor;
“ but you must retire, Denon-—too much peril here for
your head, and too much smoke for your eyes.” Na-
poleon forgot nothing ; the artist's perfect coolness at
Evlan was present to his mind when he sent him to
bring back a military plan at Dantzic,

Arrived at the outposts of the besieging army, De.
non asked an andience of the Marshal, and told him his
errand. Lefebvre, who knew little, and cared less,
about the ¢! aracter and ftalents of his visitor, did
not give him credit for good faith, but believed
that he came with some sinister design. He meas-
ured the artist leisurely with an unfriend'y eye,
and then with a tone of irony, =aid, *“Ah, ah, so
Monsieur wants to see Dantzic? He wants to inspect
the state of the siege for himself ?  Well, "tis really a
pretty drama; I'll secure him a seat in the stage box !”

So saying, he called a sergeant, one of the bravest
and withal one of the dullest fellows in the army, and
said, * Firbach, you will lead this gentleman 1o the
spot from whence he will have the best view of Dant-
zic; you understand ? on the glacis, opposite the bas-
tion of Bischofsberg.”

* Yes, Marshal,” replied the grenadier, moving on.

“T thank you, Marshal,” said Denon, as he prepa-
red to follow his guide.

“ Thank me for nothing,” mutlered Lefebvre be-
tween his teeth. * So,” thought he, **the Emperor
distrusts me, and sends a spy to my camp! A rascal
ly policeman, I'll be bound! He thought to deceive
me with his plans and drawing, as if, indeed, Bona-

arte were a child, that wanted picturss to amnse him!

fancy I'll give my gentleman, Monsieur Denon, as
he calls himself, quite enough of his trade. I'll teach
him how to stand fire! I'd give aday’s an for the plea-
sure of seeing him runaway from the bullets '™

Meantime Denon and his guide walked rapidly on:
ward. They soon ciossed the line, and came within
range of the cannon on the forts which at that moment
were keeping up a most animated interchange of ci-
vilities with the French batteries. Balls and bullets
whistled about the heads of the artistand the grenadier,
and the soilon which they trond was deeply furrowed by
projectiles of varions kinds Precisely at the spot where
the missiles were flying thickest, Firbach paused, and
told Denon that they weie now arrived at the pointin-
dicated by the Marshal. Without making any remark,
the artist stepped into a hollow dug by the passage ol
a homb, and whose raised edge formed a sort of desk ;
he then calmly opened his portfolio, took out his pen-
cil, and hegan to sketch.

His brave guide looked at him with astonishment.—
** A pleasant place,” said ke, ** to stand in and admire
the landscape!” Then seeing that Denon was pursu-
ing his employment very leisurely, ** Comrade,” said,
he, * will you remain here long?

“ Why do you ask

“ Why—why ? Just because ‘tis too hot here to
be quite agreeable.”

* Do you think so? Then don’t let me detain you.
You can return to the camp, and when [ shall have
finished, [ shall easily find my way back.”

* Adieun, then, monsieur: au revoir 77 So saying,
the grenadier walked off, nothing loth, to rejoin his
company, whose dinner was just served.

Marshal Lefebvre meantime had much business to
transact. At the end of two hours he suddenly recol-
lected Firbach and Denon  * What ! exclaimed he,
‘““not yet returned ? It would really annoy me to have
one of my brave fellows meet death by the side of a
spy !!I

‘ Firbach, at all events, is in a high state of preser-
vation,” said an aid-de-camp: **1saw him just now
refreshing himselfl at the canteen.”

“ Then the other must have fallen? Well, well,
the joke was certainly rather too practical. 1 should
have preferred his taking back his report to Bonaparte.
IBut it cant't be helped; aspy, alter all, is no great

oss !

“ Sacre ™ cried the aid-de-camp, who was looking
through a spy-glass: * here’'s the very man walking
gmetlﬁy towards us, as if the bullets were so many bon-

ons "’

“Is it possible that the fellow can have stood ever
since between the batteries? Where's Firbach ? Call
him to me.”

The grenadier came, and related exactly what had
passed. Just as he had finished, Denon arrived. It
was pleasant to see the warm-hearted Marshal ran to
meet the artist, grasp both his hands, and exclaim,
** No, you are not a epy, but areally brave, honest fel-
low. T mistook yon, Monsieur Denon, and hope you
will forgive me. Take sketches under a shower of
shot and shell - "tis ten times a greater feat than head-
ing a charge, sword in hand. The Emperor has com-
missioned you to take back an exact description of the
place ! already you have seen one side of it—forgive
me that it was the roughest—now 1 will show you
tie others myself. We will not leave a bastion or re-
doubt unvisited, and I hope you will grant me your
friendship in return for the esteem with which your
valor has inspired me.”

Lefebvre kept his word ; he conducted Denon to the
best poiuts of view, and could not sufficiently admire
the artist's sketches and steadness of hand. Denon re-
turned to Finkenstein : and in a few days afterwards
on the 24th of May, 1807, Danizic capitulated. Gen.
Kalkrenth obtained the e conditions that, fourteen
years before, he had hims€li granted 1o the garrison of
Mavence. Lefebvre had him conducted with all hon-
or to the outposts of the Prussian army ; and the ancient
comrade of the great Frederick expressed his giniitude
in an affectionate letter to the Marshal. The ronquer-
or received for a recompensze the title of the Duake of
Dantzic, so it is evident that the report of his proceed-
ings, brought by Denon, was by no means calculated
to lower him in the eslimation of Napoleon. Lefeb-
vre died at Paris in 1820 ; and Denon, whose work on
Egypt has gained him an imperishable fame, expired
at the same place, at an advanced age, in 1825.

New BriLpings 1N PHILADELPHIA.— There were 3,-
815 new buildings erected in Philadelphia and the dif-
ferent districts during the year 1850, of which 680
were in city proper.

ProsasLe Boox ror Grumsrine Smavers.—M.
Boudet, a French chemist, in a communication to the
Journal de Pharamacie, gives the following formu-
la for a depilatory : ** Take of sulphurite of sodium
or hydrosulphate of soda, chrystalized 3 piris; quick
lime in powder, 10 do,; starch, 10; mix. This pow-
der, mixed with a little water, and applied over the
skin, acis so rapidly as a depilatory, that if it be remo-
ved in a minute or two after its application by means
of a wooden knife, the surface of the skin will be en-
tirely deprived of hair. By this process the removal
of the hair becomes so simple, rapid, and safe in ope-
ration, that it will probably supercede the use of the
razor in many cases. It may be applied to parts the
mos! delicate, as well as irregular, 1o parts the most
delicate, as well as irregular, and to surfaces either lim-
ited or extended, and it is only after several days that
the hair begins to reappear.”

A% Arrectine INcipENT.—The New Orleans Cres-
cent in noticing the celebration of the 8th of January
in that city, records the following affecting incident:

On the platform in Lafayetle Square, before the ora-
tion commenced, an aged negro, who served in the
battle of New Orleans, approached Gen. Lacoste in
the most respectfal manner, and exhibited a portion of
the ornaments of an English officer’s uniform. ** This,”
said the veteran, * I took from the body of a dead En-
glishman on the battle field of Chalmette.
